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How Slavery Came to be Abolished,
Yroum the report of the reply made by one

Majsr Lee to Senator Wilson, on the ocoasion
of the lasiter's late speech in Orange Court
House, Virginia, we learn that one of the
arguments which the Southern conservatives
intend to nse with the negross ngainat the Re-
publioans, is that the work of emancipation on
the part of the North was not voluntary bul
compulsory—a military necessity., We simply
oall attention to this position now assumed by
Southern conservatives, to eontrast it with the
nssoertion whioh the same olass of men have 50
long and so persistently made, that the Repub-
licans inaugurated the war for tha express
purpose of overthrowing slavery. Thig has
poen & charge of the Copperhend Demooracy
all over the conntry. Now, however, when a
different senthnent is to be catered te, the as-
gortion 15 made that the Republicans did not
at first intend to emancipate the slaves, but
only did it as a last resort.

It is very true that the war was not gone
into for the purpose of overthrowing slavery.
1ts object was the vindieation of the national
authority by the overthrow of the Rebellion
which the slaveholders had inaugurated.
This was its ohief and only object. DBut as
goon as the South fired the first shot against
Fort Sumter, there was not & Republican but
understood that the doom of Blavery was

gealed. The moment a state of war pre.
vailed, that moment, under the war power,
slavery could be legally aund constitntionally
abolished, John Quincy Adams announced
this doctrine thirty years ago, and maintained
it unchallenged. The war to put down the
Rebellion made it possible, therefore, for the
Government to legally overthrow slavery—
something which it was thought, at least, im-
possible to do in a time of peace. And this the
Republican party immediately insisted should
be done.

The fierce opposition of the Copperhead
Demoocraoy, who much preferred the success
of the Rebellion to the overthrow of slavery,
together with the natural hesitancy of Abra-
ham Lincoln, served to put off the event: but
it conld not be permanently delayed. Presi-
dent Lincoln was doubtless far behind public
gentiment in this matter. Wae have never
doubted that the Emancipation Proelamation
would have been sanctioned by the country
and would have strengthenad the Union cause,
as early as 1861, Others, however, thought
differently; and Mr. Lincoln preferred to wait
until he felt sure that he had the country at
his back.
that the border States might be Induced to
enter upon the experiment of gradual eman.
cipation—a hope that zoon proved to be ful-
lacious,

Slavery was abolished, thersfore, not as a
matter of compulsion, nor purely of military
necesalty. The war furnished thie ocoasion
and the legal justification for its overthrow,
but the cause lay deep down in the hearts of
the people, and the moral justification was in
the inherent wrong of the thing itself. We
have no fears that the ecolored citizens of the
South will be misled in this matter. It is too
late in the day to shake their confidence in
the memory of Abraham Lincoln, their great

friend and liberator. The attempt to do so
will but react against those who make it.

i“Reefing Sails.”
We make room elsewhere in our paper for a
well written communieation from a corres-
pondent who in many respegts has sound
ideas on the necessities of the situation in the
business world, and who expresses his views
clearly and with no little force. He com-
mends our opposition to the proposzed eight-
Lhour law, and we will pass at once to that
part of his letter which treats of a warning
we published a few days since In regard to a
possible panio, In the frst place, we did not
intend onr advice to ecapitalists to reef their
gails 1o apply exclusively to fancy specnlators,
We intended that it should be our deliberate
advice to a great majority of all the men who
ara aotively engaged in manufacture, and all
the other producing industries of onr conn-
try. And we think our correspondent will
agree with us if he looks a little more closely
at the sentence of which he complains. The

objectionable paragraph reads:—

“We have breakers ahend, and, llke wise semmnen,
we advise every man to reof his salls, and be pre
pnrld for any possible cmergency. We do not think
that & fivancial panie I8 Jmminent, bul 1tis possibie;
and thesurest wiay 10 not only avold Jte ocourrence
but also to besafeshonid 16 ocotr, In 1o act the pard
diptated by prudence, and be prepared for 1ts coming.,”

Now, we really do not see anything in this
to which any one can take exception. We do
not advise the capitalists to stop their mills, and
let their hands stand, as our correspondent
apparently thinks. We advize them to take
s ocoursé which is the most likely to avert
guch a catastrophe. We do not say drop
anchor; we say, reefl your sails, We do not
gay, stop your mills; we say, do ot raghly run
your mills to their utmest, accnmulate a
large stock which you will not be able to
carry until a better day, and which will ﬁi‘uk
you completely, but do the very thing which
our correspondent Limself ndvises. Decrease
your wages, run glowly along so as l(llkﬁlnp
your hands out of want, and wait until the
threatensd storm is past,

Ourcorrespondent quotes the cass of gen-
tlgmen with hundreds of thousands, who are en-

gaged in the irom trade, and who can afford
to bave a produot, which will not ba in-
Jured by walting, acoumulate, without danger
of their having to sasrificé to prevent ruln.
The employers, as a ruls, wonld not be able
to run at full time for & year, and keep all
their products for a better markest, To hive
that muoh unavailable oapital would be their
riin. They must sell as they make, or they
will fail. Will onr correspondent say that
when we adrise snch mannfaoturers to “resf
their sails’' and be carsful, that we advise
them to injure their employes? On the con-
trary, we say to them, avoid a “‘orash by
timely digoretion.’” Better for the hands that
they should have reduced wages than that in
such a panic as 18567 they should be thrown
entirely out of work. Such a conrse is the
“surest way to avoid the oconrrenos of apanie,
and be safe should it oceur,”
